A dispatch from Cleveland says: 
The Lake Shore Railroad and other 


Vanderbilt lines have been sued by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission un- 
der the Elkins law on a charge of hav- 
ing unjust rate? in force. 


This is the flrst action under the 


new Elkins law. The suit was filed 
this afternoon in the United States Dis 
trict Courts, this being one of many 
suits to be filed in all districts through 
which the Lake- Shore, the New York 
Central, the Big Four and the Boston 
and Maine pass. 


The matter under contention is an 


old one—that of the rates on hay and 
straw. In the present action the in- 
terstate commerce commission is re- 
taliating for a defeat of two years' 
standing. The court is asked to enjoin 
the railroads mentioned from handling 
hay and straw as sixth class freight 
until the court shall have passed up- 
on tho question, and asks that a fine of 
$500 be assessed for each day tnat the 
railroads shall violate this injunction.
